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PREFACE. 

In commencing this Gramma/ir of the Panj6hf Languaffe9m2inj ye^iTS 
ago, my object was simply to note, for my own benefit, those things 
in which this language differed from the Urdu. The work therefore 
does not profess to be a complete Grammar of the language; though it 
is much more full than was at first intended. The original plan, 
when publication was thought of, was to publish merely the al- 
phabet, the declensions of the nouns and pronouns, and the con- 
jugations of the verbs; these being the things in respect to which 
persons already conversant with Urdti, need most to be informed. 
It was soon found, however, that other topics required explanation; 
and then, to preserve a connection between the parts, several things 
w^e introduced, which would otherwise have been omitted. It 
may be observed, here, that in the paradigms of the verbs, a few 
forms have, for want of room, been only hinted at; while others, of 
rare occurrence, have been designedly^omitted altogether. 

Nor does the work profess to be wholly free from error. It is not 
improbable, that further study will require a modification of princi- 
ples which are here advanced without qualification; and certain forms 
of speech may have to be included in the long category of provincial- 
isms, which are here regarded as belonging to the language in general. 

The nomenclature used for the different parts of the verb, is 
in a measure novel; and it may strike the fancy of some unfa- 
vorably. It was no fondness for novelty, however, that led to its 
adoption. There is no such thing as a purely native Grammar of 
the language; and so it was necessary to seek such grammatical 
terms and phrases, as might best subserve the objects of the publica- 
tion. The cMef diflSculty lay in the tenses. An earnest and oft re- 
peated effort was made, to represent these by names which were 
more or less familiar to English ears; but it was all in vain. No sys- 
tem of terms could be found sufficiently accurate and comprehensive. 
There waa therefore no alternative but to try something new; and no- 
thing seemed less objectionable, than to name the tenses according to 
the nature of their constituent parts; leaving the meaning of each to 
be learned fi*om the translation accompanying it. 

Another peculiarity will be found in the want of a subjunctive mood. 
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ir PREFACE. 

After a fill! consideration of the subject, I am convinced that there is 
no propriety whatever, in representing the subjunctive idea as having 
a mood of its own. This remark I apply also to the Urdu; which in 
this respect differs not in the least from the Panjdbi. And the same 
is true of our own English. I know of no subjunctive verb in any of 
these languages, which, apart from the condition inherent in it,^ which 
is generally expressed by a conjunction, is not, in signification, and 
. generally in form too, a simple Indicative, Potential, or Optative. 
Hence the simple method resorted to, in the paradigms, for represent- 
.ing the verbs in their subjunctive or conditional forms. The Poten- 
tial and Optative moods, in Panjdbi, being alike, I have treated 
them as one. 

Some may object to what 1 have called the Substantive Participle, 
on the ground that the same suffix, which is here attached to the in- 
finitive mood, in order to constitute the word what it is, is applied 
in like manner to nouns, with a similar effecjt. It is sufficient how- 
ever to say, that the word in question cannc^t possibly be a noun; be- 
cause, when it is formed from an active verb, it has the same power 
of government as the verb itself: at the sami3 time it cannot be consid- 
ered simply a verb; because it always has some of the properties, ei- 
ther of a substantive or of an adjective. And as it is this participa- 
tion in the nature of different parts of speech that constitutes a parti- 
ciple, I have had no hesitation in assigning it a place among words 
of this class. The only error, if there be any, is my not having repre- 
sented the participle as an independent and principal part of speech, 
like the noun and the pronoun. And the same may be said of the 
gerund and the infinitive mood. The latter, if my recollection does 
not fail me, is by Dr. Carey styled a verbal noun ; which, though it 
is not quite accurate, shows that he too saw the impropriety of con- 
sidering it a simple verb. 

One of the Appendices consbts of Extracts from native writings. 
They are introduced here as specimens of the language. The Ja* 
nam S^khi, ( Life of Nanak, ) from which one of the Extracts is 
taken, though in the main written in a purer style than most Panj£- 
bi books, has so many provincialisms, that I have thought it proper 
to add some notes of explanation; especially of such peculiant^ies as 
are not fully accounted for in the Grammar. 

A few typographical errors have been noticed. These are correc- 
ted in a table of Errata, inserted after the table of contents. 

In conclusion I have to say, that nothing but the urgent request 
of friends has caused the publication of this work; which, as already 
remarked, was commenced solely for the private use of

* On this account it b called by the Nativei fht PaitUit a word Bignifyiog Thirty Jive, 
t For the pronunciation of these, with their various modifications, *8ee the list 
of vowels on the third page. The order of these letters, obsreved by the nativest 
is ^, If, 7. The reason for the change here introduced is, that the natives them- 
selves make use of a different order when they come to eipand these simple forms, so as 
16 m^ them express the various vpwel sounds which occur in the Language ; as will 
be seen in the 2nd and 6th paragraphs. The order there adopted is universally current; 
and as uniformity in the arrangement of an alphabet is denrable— and even indispensa- 
ble when it is applied to the purposes of Lexicography— it was thought that the trans- 
position of these three letters, in the Painti, so as to conform them to the order of the 
subsequent lists of vowefai, would be perfectly justifiable. It may be further remarked 
that this arrangement serves, in some measure, to harmonize the Gurmukhi Alphabet 
with the Dev r^gari, from which it was derived, though there are still some points.

70. The most general division of verbs is into Active and Neuter; 
otherwise called Transitive and Intransitive. 

71. Transitive verbs have two voices — ^Active and Passive. 

72. Almost all verbs, whether active or neuter, have a causal form; 
and some of them a double causal. All causals have an active signifi- 
cation. Many of the common active verbs may be considered causals 
of neuter roots. For a further explanation see Section 89. 

73. There are four Moods — ^the Indicative, Potential, Imperative, 
and Infinitive. The Subjunctive idea is expressed by prefixing the 
conjunction % or ^oj'd, if to the Indicative and Potential moods. 

74. There are twelve Tenses, which may most conveniently be 
named according to their forms, as follows, viz. Indefinite Present, 
Instant Present, Instant Present Continuative, Past Present, Past 
Present Continuative, Future Present, Future Present Continuative, 
Indefinite Past, Present Past, Remote Past, Future Past, Indefinite 
Future. 

75. Verbs have the same variations of gender, number, and person, 
as nouns and pronouns. 

76. Every verb has four Participles, and a Gerund. The Participles 
jtre the Present, Past, Indefinite, and Substantive. 

77. The second person singular of the Imperative mood is the root

81. The Infinitive is formed by adding ^ or ^ to the root ; the 
Gerund has usually the same form as the past participle ; but in the 
case of irregular verbs, it deviates less from the root than the 
participle does.

82. The auxiliaries are the defective verb xrf , am, and the verbs

en t forms and significations of the tenses, the method of forming the 
tenses of the Passive Voice, &c. can best be learned by an inspec- 
tion of the Paradigms.

Rbmabks on the Ysrbs. 

It may be remarked^ in general, that many f^nns of •zpr^ion^ 
occurring in the preceding paradigms, cure to be met with but yard>» 
ly; and others are in use only in pfu*ticular seetions of the oountry^ 
Some additional forms, which could not conveniently be introduced 
into the paradigms, without swelling them to im undue aztent^ will 
be noticed below. Although the Defective Verb \jf , wh^ used as 
an auxiliary, in the foregoing conjugations, has be^i written an only 
one of its forms, this must not be supposed to be the only one in 
use. Much license is here allowed; and TJ^, rather than W9 in the 
masculine of the past tenses, is exceedingly common.

96. In the passive voice, the auxiliary verb *3^ is sometimes sub- 
stituted for W^ ; as ^^B" WTtiTT M^r^ vh5^ ^, a great deal of 
wealth has been expended; Hf^T^ sf^^fV %J5^ ^, labor is being 
perfdnned. This form however, like that of the active past t^ises 
with W%WT, as noticed on page 49, serves in a measure to 
modify the sense, implying a continuance of the condition or action 
which the verb predicates of the subject. 

97. Neuter verbs can, in some cases, be used in the passive form,

98. In some parts of the Panjab, the following and like peculiari- 
ties prevail; — Instead of the Instrumental pronoun "^^ a", the

99. Participles, as in other languages, partake of the nature of both 
verbs and adjectives, having the government of the former, and 
the qualifying attributes of the latter; except that the substantive 
participle often combines the qualities of a verbal noun, rather than

100. In like manner, Gerunds and Infinitive Moods, ( being equi- 
valent to Infinitives and Participial Nouns in English^ ) have the 
nature of both verbs and nouns. All these, therefore^ on account 
of their compound nature, have a twofold construction, correiq)ond- 
ing with that of the parts of speech which they resemble* 

101. Gerunds are sometimes constructed in a peculiar way with 
the verb ^T^, as follows; ^^ VHT ftOT 75\f¥ ^i^l, / earmot 
stop; (literally, bj/ me standing still does not go; ) 5^ MlffelMT 
A\jT ^i<^l, / cannot eat.

These ex- 
press only simple ideas. 

( 6 ) Secondly, by uniting two verbs, with a view of expressing the 
ideas of both in close connection; as "VH^ vt^, to eat and drink t 
they are both regularly conjugated in some twises, while in others 
the former may drop every thing but the root; e. g. "^TT Mt^'ffT

( c ) The third class is composed of verbs which, with a slight 
variation, are repeated, in order to give greater latitude or em- 
phasis to the meaning; as "^M^TTT H^C^TW, to he plucked vp root 
and branch.

{d) The fourth class is formed by prefixing to verbal roots, certain 
other verbs, which enable them to express possibility, inception, 
transition, completion, &c. as, ^gT^ l^o^fjCl, to he able to read; Y^ 
thSfT, to set ouf, to begin to go; Iff^ •Hlt&l, to sit down; V O^^l, 
to finish eating. 

(e) The fifth class, denoting the habit of a thing, is formed by pre- 
fixing a gerund to the verb oTTTTT ; as ^TT Mf%WT Q(d<d'l, he is 
in the habit of reading. 

(/) The sixth class, expressing the idea of continuance, is formed 
by prefixing a participle, either past or present, to a verb deno-

ADYERB.

In such cases, however, 
the verb often agrees with the nominative that is nearest; and occa- 
sionally with the one more remote, supposing it to be of the mascu- 
line gender.

Conjunction.

159. Conjunctions are often to be understood, especially where

The months here enumerated are used, for most purposes, by ffin- 
dtis and Muhammadhns, in common; and, as they are intended, like 
our own, to, fill up the solar year, as nearly as possible, tbey in like 
manner, differ somewhat from each other in length. 

Both Hindtis and Mttbomihadans however, have their Mnarmonths; 
the former emj^oying tiiem chiefly in banking business and accounts, 
the latter, for the regulation of their religious festivals. The reli- 
gious rites of the ffindlis are governed by the solar method of counting 
time. In naming the lunar months, the Hindiis follow the ccWamon no- 
menqlatute; (he Mtihattikii^dans follow the nomenclature of the Arabs: 
yet the names irf thode Arabian months only are generally known, 
which happen to be noted by some special observance^ 

Each lunar month, a^ording to the Hindii count, is dii/ided into two 
parts. The first, frojn ne\*^ to full moon, is called Hf^Q^, mdi; the 
second, fr<M full is6 neiv" tooouj is called W^> ^odC The dates, 
( called "fe^ or f%^, )of these divisions, are reckoned sijparfttely; the
